tional system caused by the lack of 
Canadian learning materials at all 
school levels.

The Canadian Music Centre (CMC) is 
a national non-profit organization 
which encourages the publication, 
recording, distribution, and perfor- 
mance of Canadian music. It also 
promotes and distributes the music 
of Canadian composers in Canada 
and abroad. 

The centre offers, free of charge, 
the services of its unique lending 
libraries containing the scores of 
some 7,000 Canadian published and 
unpublished works. Each CMC library 
has an extensive reference collection 
of recordings of Canadian works on 
disc, tape and cassette. CMC also 
houses a vast amount of information 
on Canadian composers and their 
music. 

Services and programs include: 
library and workroom music photo- 
printing service — recording and 
taping for CMC reference library — 
promotion and cataloguing of Cana- 
dian music — liaison with other 
organizations in a similar field. 
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CMC administers the annual Cana- 
dian Federation of University Women 
scholarship award to young compos- 
ers. It participates in the Canadian 
section of the International Society of 
Contemporary Music. It also adminis- 
ters the John Adaskin Project (new 
music in education) in conjunction 
with the Canadian Music Educators’ 
Association. 

Publications include: Contempo- 
rary Canadian Composers containing 
biographies, critical and stylistic 
comments, and lists of works on the 
most active and prominent Canadian 
professional composers; Harry 
Somers, first in a series of studies on 
Canadian composers; computerized 
catalogues of all genres of Canadian 
music. Lists of recordings of Canadian 
music and references on Canadian 
composers are also available. It has 
now established its own recording 
label called Centrediscs/ 
Centredisques.

Services Branch is to help people 
new to Ontario to adjust to the social 
and cultural life of the province. In 
addition to providing initial recep- 
tion services, the branch helps immi- 
grants acquire language skills and a 
knowledge of Canada’s social, eco- 
nomic, cultural and political prac- 
tices.

Historic Naval and Military 
Establishments, 
Penetanguishene 


Built at Penetanguishene, Ontario, 
following the War of 1812 for the 
defence of the Upper Great Lakes, 
the Naval and Military Establishments 
remained a peaceful British outpost. 
From 1817 to 1834, the Royal Navy 
repaired schooners there so they 
could be refitted easily for war, 
should further hostilities between 
Britain and the United States erupt. 
From 1828 to 1856, various famous 
British regiments were posted to the 
Military Establishment. 

The outpost has been reconstruct- 
ed on the original site at the end of 
Church Street in the town of Penetan- 
guishene on the southern shores of 
Georgian Bay. With the assistance of 
enthusiastic guides and costumed 
staff, visitors can explore a unique 
part of Canada’s 19th-century naval 
and military history. It is a heritage 
project of the Ministry of Culture 
and Recreation.

Old Fort Henry, Kingston 


Old Fort Henry is a unique limestone 
fortification built on a promontory 
overlooking Kingston. Originally used 
by British and Canadian troops, the 
fort is now garrisoned by the inter- 
nationally renowned Fort Henry 
Guard, a group of Canadian students 
specially trained in the infantry drill, 
artillery exercises and fife and drum 
music of the British Army of 1867. 
Parts of the fort, the officers’ quar- 
ters, the men’s barracks, artisans’ 
shops and kitchens have been re- 
stored to show the military way of life 
in pre-Confederation Canada. Many 
of the rooms of the fort contain an 
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extensive collection of British and 
Canadian military arms, uniforms and 
equipment. The Fort Henry Guard 
performs a colourful “Ceremonial 
Retreat” every Wednesday and Sat- 
urday evening during July and 
August starting at 7:30 p.m. weather 
permitting. (Please check beforehand 
as the Guard is occasionally on tour.)

Old Fort William, Thunder Bay 


From 1803-1821, Fort William was the 
inland headquarters of the North 
West Company. It was the scene of 
the annual Great Rendezvous when 
voyageurs from the northern and 
western Canada posts met with their 
counterparts from Montreal to 
exchange furs for trade goods. 

The interpretive program at Old 
Fort William permits the visitor to

ing — tinsmithing and blacksmithing 
— carpentry — barrelmaking — 
gunsmithing — native life (beadwork, 
leatherwork, fish smoking, tanning of

— fur and grain warehousing — 
musket and cannon firing — historic 
dramatizations — a historic food 
outlet.

Sainte-Marie Among the 
Hurons, Midland 


Sainte-Marie was the first European 
settlement in the interior of Canada. 
Existing from 1639 to 1649, it was built 
by French Jesuit missionaries and their 
lay-helpers as a mission residence in 
the centre of the Huron Indian Con- 
federacy. Structures include a cook- 
house; granary; barns; stables; two 
churches; blacksmith’s, carpenter’s 
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and shoemaker’s shops; three-lock 
canal system; dwellings; long houses 
and a hospital. The victim of Indian 
trade wars, Sainte-Marie was aban- 
doned and burned by the Jesuits as 
they fled with their Huron converts 
to a nearby island in Georgian Bay. 

The site has been carefully recon- 
structed on its original location a few 
kilometres east of Midland on High- 
way 12. Eacn year more than 140,000 
visitors explore this resurrected part 
of old New France. It is a Ministry of 
Culture and Recreation heritage 
project.

Upper Canada Village in Morrisburg 
is a living museum depicting the evo- 
lution of life in eastern Ontario from 
1784 to 1867. More than 30 buildings, 
including churches, mills, stores, tav- 
erns, farm buildings and houses, have 
been restored to portray provincial 
life of this period. 

Agriculture is represented by col- 
lections of tools, implements, and 
livestock. There is also a program of 
crop cultivation, an operating cheese 
factory, and other period activities. 
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Artisans demonstrate the produc- 
tion of essential goods at the spinning 
wheel and loom, at the cabinet- 
maker’s and blacksmith’s shops, and 
in the sawmill and woollen factory.

Ontario Heritage Foundation 


The Ontario Heritage Foundation has 
programs in four major areas of her- 
itage conservation. 
_ The trust program solicits gifts of 
historic buildings, scenic lands and 
other cultural properties such as 
works of art. Many of the buildings 
have been restored by the Ontario 
Heritage Foundation and now serve a 
variety of community uses including 
museums and senior citizen centres. 
Occasionally they are rented to pri- 
vate tenants. Most of the foundation’s 
cultural properties are on long-term 
loan to museums, art galleries and 
libraries across the province. 

The foundation also acquires con- 
servation easements which protect 


architecturally significant buildings 
against inappropriate renovations. 

In the archaeological area, the 
foundation is charged with making 
grants in support of field projects and 
publications. It also advises the Min- 
ister of Culture and Recreation on 
the issuance of licences and the desig- 
nation of sites. 

Building conservation is another 
interest of the foundation. Grants or 
loans may be made to assist with the 
renovation and restoration of historic 
or architecturally significant buildings. 
The staff of the foundation are able 
to provide advice on preservation to 
a wide variety of organizations and 
individuals. 

In addition, the foundation annu- 
ally erects about 20 historical plaques 
throughout Ontario.
